Scourge 


of Texas 


The best way to treat a chigger is 
the same way a person would Treat 
a bulldog, and that is with a lot of 
respect. I guess that having a mess 
of chigger bites is one of the most 
miserable feelings in the world 
cause you just don't have enough 
fingers to scratch em all. 
The female adult chigger lays its 
tiny brown eggs in moist soil. Upon 
hatching, the larvae attempt to 
hitch a ride on any passing ver- 
tabrate, rodents, snakes, birds, or 
man. It m ay be a blow to your ego 
that you don't rate any higher than 
a snake or rat, but a chigger 
couldn't care less who they bite. 
At this stage the larvae have only 
six legs, but they can move the 
entire length of the host's body in 
just a short time. In fact, I have had 
some that moved so fast they must 
have been riding a motorcycle. 
Usually, they will not go much 
higher than the waist, and nor­ 
mally it will be an hour or so before 
they start biting. So if you can take 
a hot bath fairly quick after being 
exposed, you can get rid of most of 
them. 
Really it is pretty easy to keep 
from getting chiggers. Before you 
go out into tall grass or out into the 
country, just put some powdered 
sulfur in your shoes and dust some 
around your legs, they won't bother 
you. 
As far as I am concerned the only 
thing 
wrong 
with 
folks 
using 
powdered sulfur is that it just don't 
cost enough. A person can buy a 
five pound bag for a couple of 
dollars and that is enough to take 
care of half of Plano. No, I'M take 
that back; Plano has gotten so big 
lately that five pounds will only 
take care of about a fourth of the 
population.

The Press And The American Revolution — 
Separate Treaty Is Concluded

When the American peace 
com m issioners at 
Paris 
signed a preliminary treaty 
with Great Britain on Nov 
30,17B2, they were not acting 
in the spirit of the French 
Alliance of 1778 
By that agreement the 
United States had pledged 
not to make separate “truce 
or peace” with the enemy 
The American negotiators, 
particularly .John .Jay and 
.John 
Adams, 
were 


distrustful of the French, 
however, and proceeded to 
conclude 
this 
sep arate 
treaty 
Although the Americans 
knew full well that their 
action was questionable, 
they were afraid that the 
French 
Foreign 
Minister, 
Vergennes, would betray the 
United States by entering a 
sep arate agreem ent with 
Britain 
documents made 
available many years later 
revealed that the suspicions 
of the Americans were well 
justified; it was indeed true 
that the French had t>eeri 
engager! in negotiations with 


Great Britain 
Franklin Selected 
It 
was nevertheless an 
awkward moment at the 
time How could this secret 
agreement be explained to 
the French? Adams and Jay, 
younger by far than another 
member of the commission, 
B e n j a m i n 
F r a n k l i n , 
shrewdly allowed this wily 
spokesm an to make the 
necessary 
apologies 
to 
Vergennes 
Contrary to what one 
might have expected, the 
French minister was not 
angry; 
he

treaty In truth, the French 
had known all along about 
the American “secret” talks 
with the British, and had 
done nothing to interfere 
France was actually pleased 
that the United States had 
broken its agreement 
Although 
V erg en n es 
rebuked the Americans for 
not consulting with him, his 
attitude was agreeable that 
F ranklin suggested that the 
United States would be 
grateful for another loan 
from France. And strange as 
it may seem, the French 
government, 
which 
the 
Americans had just of­ 
fended, 
now 
provided 
another six million livres! 
War Grows 
Ever since the surrender 
of Cornwallis in October, 
1781, the British had shown 
little desire to continue the 
war 
Not only was 
the 
rebellion in America still 
much alive, hut Britain now 
was also at war w ith France, 
Spain, and 
Holland 
The 
American 
Revolution 
had 
developed into a general 
international conflict. 
It was a very costly affair, 
too. Public expenditures 
were already 
high, 
but 
com ren d ers in the 
field 
insisted 
that 
more 
men, 
money, and supplies were 
needed if the war were to be 
won. And the British press 
incessantly criticized the 
m inistry 
for 
its 
m ism anagem ent 
of 
the 
American War. 
In addition to this there 
was tho loss of business and 
com m erce. 
The 
British 
press constantly reminded 
readers of harm being done 


and demanded a change in 
public policy. As the conflict 
dragged on. with no end in 
sight. 
m erchants 
and 
m a n u f a c t u r e r s 
a l i k e 
petitioned the ministry and 
P arliam ent to bring the 
unpopular war to an end 
North Resigns 
Yielding 
to 
all 
these 
pressures, 
Lord 
North 
resigned in March. 1782, and 
a ministry intent on con­ 
cluding the Revolution came 
into office.

By this time Franklin had

The document, in which 
Great Britain recognized the 
independence of the United 
States, was 
rem arkably 
liberal in some ways. With 
reference to territory, the 
new nation was to be large: 
it would stretch from the 
Atlantic to the Mississippi 
and from the Great Lakes to 
Spanish Florida. 
Generosity Abounds 
Br i t a i n ’s 
g en ero sity 
seemed to be intended to 
create 
good 
will 
and 
establish

profitable commerce. Many 
Britons 
condemned 
the 
treaty as too generous, 
however. 
John Adams made sure 
that New Englanders were 
guaranteed the same rights 
as British subjects in the 
North Atlantic fisheries and 
also got the privilege of

Canadian shores. 
Britain 
insisted on 
a 
gesture in the treaty to aid 
British creditors in collec­ 
ting American debts; and 
another face-saving if empty 
provision required Congress 


to "earnestly recommend” 
to the state that the property 
of Loyalists be restored. 
Some Are Unhappy 
Not all Americans were 
happy with the treaty. Some 
disliked 
the 
provision 
regarding Loyalists, others 
thought we should have 
worked more closely with 
France, still others were 
disturbed there was no 
provision governing trade 
with the form er mother 
country. Without question, 
though, the great majority of 
Americans w ere grateful 
that the war was over and 
American independence had 
been won. 
Uns et t l ed 
questions 
r e m a i n e d ; 
b o u n d a r y 
disputes, trade with the West 
Indies, continued occupation 
by the British of ports in the 
Northwest territo ry . But 
these m atters would be 
settled later. It was now time 
to celebrate the end of the 
American Revolution. 
Perhaps many war-weary 
Americans agreed with the 
sentim ents of 
Benjamin 
Franklin, who wrote, “there 
never was a good war or a 
bad peace.”

Cool Place On A Summer Day 


On some days, the w ater is barely visible for the people. 
Although not literally true, it often seem s that way to 
natatorium employees. The covered swimming pool 
which is operated by the Parks and Recreation Dept. 
(PARD) is getting maximum use as hot weather begins. 
More than 6(H) residents a day make use of the pool 
during public swimming hours between 1:30 and 9 p.m., 
Monday through Saturday, and I and 6 p m on Sundays. 
Another 1500 youngsters patronize the pool to learn to 
swim. The $9 lessons are conducted by eight instructors 
and one coordinator who all hold current Water Safety 
Instructor (WSI) certificates. 
Water babies classes are also offered for $6 for the two 
week course which has mothers working with their infants 
under the supervision of the instructors. 
The Learn-to Swim program has increased trem en­ 
dously since the pool was first available in the sum m er of 
1974. During the first year, 601 children signed up for 
lessons while more than 1500 now take part. 
Jeff Guyton, athletic supervisor, predicts that number 
could easily double by the sum m er of next year. Un­ 
fortunately the pool will be unable to handle such crowds. 
The pool is really overcrowded now, according to 


Guyton, with the swim teams scheduled for practice at 6 
a rn and 9 p.m. He said the pool will be unable to handle 
any morp participants unless weekend lessons are slated 
and public hours decreased. 
The voters approved a second natatorium for west 
Plano in 1975, but the $582,643 allocation has been tabled 
for at least another year by City Councilmen. The pool will 
be located on the campus of the Senior High School with 
another outdoor pool slated for the Multi purpose Com­ 
plex in the distant future. 
Guyton said the natatorium is now used by more than 
UH),(HH) people each year with most of the attendance 
coming in the summer. The pool is used more than IOO 
hours a week for all programs with PARD offering an 
aquatic activity for every age group. The most popular 
selection is, of course, the swimming lessons. 
“We are extremely proud of our Learn-to-Swim 
Program and feel that this is one of the finest programs in 
the metroplex,” Guyton noted. “The department main- 
taias a 6:1 student-teaeher ratio and our personnel are 
fully qualified. We also have a fine lifeguard staff (nine) 
this year with all personnel holding either an Advanced 
Lifesaving or a WSI certificate.”

“She is entitled to neither 
severance pay nor unem 
ployment compensation; she 
is too young for social 
security and too old to find a 
good job, and her years of 
hom em aking 
skills 
go 
unhonored 
i i i the market 
place," she said, adding that 
this m akes a displaced 
hom em aker a vulnerable 
person 
Ms. Stewart will be ac­ 
com panied 
by 
M ary

Ironically, the “ absent 
fathers” are not just the 
drop outs who desert their 
families for booze or women

are 
often 
highly 
educated, aware men who 
are just too busy trying to be 
successful to spend much 
time with their children 
“They’re too wrapped up 
in their business or social 
commitments 
to establish 
deep bonds with their sons,” 
says Dr Nosal “Who, after 
all. is there to applaud a 40- 
year-old man who helps his 
son build a tree hut?”
